SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Brilliant Boys 10 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes, and promotes and supports the use of coercion to 
compel a person to participate in and submit to sexual conduct. To promote and 
support these two activities deems the publication objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). 

The video recording has two components, ‘Wild Sextet’ and ‘African Lyric’. ‘Wild 
Sextet’ has a duration of almost 50 minutes. This component explicitly depicts six 
boys who appear to be aged 15 to 17 participating in sexual activity including fellatio 
and anal intercourse. Two boys force another to participate after they catch him 
watching them participating in sexual activity. Fie resists restraint and undressing for 
several minutes, however he then participates freely. A seventh male is depicted 
masturbating in ‘African Lyric’, and although his physical appearance makes his age 
ambiguous, the context of the title of the video recording, the ‘BB Video Productions 
for Boy-Lovers’ notice and the first component encourages an interpretation of the 
seventh male as also being a young person. To explicitly present young persons 
participating in sexual activity and coercion in association with sexual conduct for the 
purpose of viewer sexual stimulation is to present these activities favourably to the 
viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as they relate to this publication. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act is determined to apply, deeming the video recording objectionable. The 
resulting limit on the freedom of expression affirmed in si 4 of the NZBR Act is 
prescribed by law and demonstrably justified. 
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
